INTERNATIONAL 
MILLERS’ 
FAIR. 


No manufacturing interest is more closely 
connected with that of agriculture than that 
of milling. 
Wheat raising and preparing 
wheat for consumption are so closely allied 
in interest that whatever affects the one af­ 
fects the other. 
If it is for the interest of 
the grain farmer to know exactly what kind 
of wheat is adapted to his soil and the 
climate he lives in, it is of equal interest to 
the miller who manufactures that farmer’s 
grain iuto flour to know the same thing. If 
it is of interest to the farmer to raise the best 
fl air-making wheat and to put it in the best 
possible condition for the market, it is of 
equal interest to the miller that he should do 
so. 
Indeed, it is impossible to conceive any 
practical interest of either the miller or the 
farmer that is not of practical interest to the 
other. 
When the farmer exhibits his grain 
at an agricultural fair for comparison and for 
suggestion the practical miller becomes one 
of the most interested and attentive specta­ 
tors of the exhibition. So when the millers 
have a fair and exhibit 
the 
differeut 
kinds 
of milling 
machinery 
and 
the 
different 
brands 
of 
flour, 
and 
show 
as a matter of information the variety of 
wheat from which each particular brand of 
floor was made, the farmer in turn becomes 
one of the most interested spectators. This 
mutual interest is brought about by the sim­ 
ilarity or identity of the questions that are 
under discussion at each exhibition. We 
take it, therefore, that our agricultural read­ 
ers will be interested in the subjects discussed 
at the late International Exposition held at 
Cincinnati, and we will therefore lay bef ire 
them some of those subjects and the ideas that 
found expression there. 
General 1>. Ward 
made the opening and welcoming addre s, 
and after some very happy allusions to the 
milling interests in the old countries across 
the Atlantic, he playfully reminded the rep­ 
resentatives of those interests present of the 
newness of our country and of the infancy of 
the milling interest of the great AVest. 
We give a few paragraphs from his address : 
Gentlemen, this exhibition brings compe­ 
tition from almost every State in the L nion, 
so th it you from abroad will have an oppor­ 
tunity of judging our work, pointing out our 
mistakes, teaching us how to correct them, 
and t»f adopting our improvements if you hud 
we have made any worthy of adoption. 
In 
firming your judgment let it- not be f rgotten 
that less than a century ago our whole coun­ 
try was little more than a wilderness, and 
even the savage Indian was no stranger^on 
the site of this hall. Lowell was not, Elli- 
cott’s Mills were not, Minneapolis was not. 
And though we have since been able to vie 
with Europe in steam transportation and ma­ 
chinery, yet if iu any industrial arts our for­ 
eign guests should think us not equally skilled 
with their people, we know they will be gen­ 
erous enough to give us youngsters time, and, 
like good fathers, they will bid their promis­ 
ing sons God speed, even though we should 
boast a little too much of our own country. 
Gentlemen, we are all conscious that the 
great interest represented at this exposition 
belongs to no country or tongue. Food, cl th­ 
ing and shelter are the prime necessities of 
humanity, and their superiority an unmis­ 
takable mark of the highest civilization. A 
great people must be well fed, and clad and 
housed. The cereals form the basis of nearly 
all the best food, vegetable aud animal. The 
miller supplements the farmer, the gardener 
and the grazier. While the fruits and the 
lighter vegetable supply a healthy relish, the 
sturdy son of toil who is the chief wealth and 
comfort-producing agent in every country 
needs pleuty of bread with his meat aud 
plenty of meat with his bread. The luxuries 
aud delicacies may resale the palate, hut the 
rubstautials make sinewy the arm. 
Men of 
solid purposejand dexterous hand, we thank 
you for bringing to us from the uttermost 
parts of Europe and America your knowledge 
and skill to excite our emulation and chal­ 
lenge our rivalry. 
In the midst of this wide 
and fertile cereal region of the new world 
you have generously come to strike hands in 
friendship. 
We trust that when you depart 
for your distant homes we shall have so borne 
oureelvrs that you will carry with you, each 
and all, a kindly remembrance of your visit. 
Once again a warm welcome to the millers 
cud millwrights of the States aud the nations. 
And thrice welcome to the millers’ wives 
aud daughters. 
The man of 
the mdl 
brings us tí mr for the staff of life at our do­ 
mestic board, but woman is the flower of the 
Emily. Woman's hand blesses our daily 
bread, and woman’s love garlands man’s whole 
iife. 
Mr. Hilbard, Vice-President of the English 
<3 'egation of millers in attendance, in an ad­ 
dress, complimented the grain-growers of the 
I ’nited States, and paid a high tribute to 
American winter wheat, 
lie said: 
Your Winter wheats we value very highly 
in our country, and we find they make a very 
large percentage of flour of splendid quality. 
1 iio not think that we are importing any 
other wheats from any other piart of the 
W o rld eo good. 
. 
There was a committee appointed to report 
on the “ best grain for milling purposes,” 
and as that report discusses quite fully, and 
from the millers’ standpoint, the relative 
merits of a large range of kinds of wheat, 
and the effects or changes produced on the 
varieties by different soils and climates, 
questions very important to every grain 
termer, we give the report in full: 
Yonr committee to whom was referred the 
snl p ct of “ G r a in for milling ’’ have had the 
matter un it r consideration, and, after get­ 
ting together all the information possible in 
the brief tin." we have bad the subject before 
u-, resp-. ctfuliy submit the following report: 
In tl.e first place, we have met with much 
dilti.nilty ia determining which is the best 
U'io'Ut for inillirg i;. the United States, on 
account of the vast extent of wheat-growing 
*rii ■>, , V-. i. iu,g titr ogh tw nty-three de­ 
grees ot latitude and fifty-sewn degrees i f 
longitude, having a length of 2,‘>00 miles and 
a breadth "f 1,700, covering an area of 
o.'Jñd.u! o -quire miles, embracing all the 
S.ites in the Union hut tim e, and the entire ! 
Territories, with evciy variety of soil and ! 
climate. 
\\ c find the same varieties of wheat grown i 
in 
different states. 
while (eissessing the 
same viieral pr.qieities, differing materially 
in value for milling. 
The Fife wheat of northern Minnesota and 
Dakota is far superior to the same variety 
grown in Iowa, \\ iecon.sin and Illinois. 
I'he Houghton or Tappahannock wheat of 
Virginia, Tennessee ami Georgia is much 
more rich in gluten than the same kind grown 
in Indiana. Ohio or Illinois. 
We also find a great diversity of opinion as 
to the meiiis of particular kinds of wheat 
grown in same localities, nrakiug it a difficult 
matter for yonr committee to determine 
which are realiy the most desirable varieties 
for milling purposes. 
\V e are of the opinion that a general dis- 
cu-sion at this meeting of the Association, 
where ali the large wheat districts are fully 
represented, will do more to settle which are 
the most desirable wheats to use than ¿my 
report your c nnmittce would lie able to 
make. 
From I he informati on bef.ire your 
committee, mostly obtained by correspond­ 
ence, we find tire following varieties among 
the lest for milling purposes : 
Winter wheat—Longberry amber, Lancas­ 
ter, Indiana red, Alabama, orange, velvet 
chaff, Houghton or Tappahannock, Jennings. 
Spring wheat — Minnesota Fife, China, 
Mammoth or Rio Grande. 
The Longberry amber is extensively grown 
in Virginia, which, with the Lanoister, is 
most sought by millers, being rich iu gluten 
and possessing properties very desirable for 
shipping to warm climates. 
The Indiana red is s|*iken highly of as a 
fine glutinous w heat; also, the Alabama, the 
latter but little raised, owing to its light yield 
per acre. 
1 ne Jennings is a white wheat». hard, gives 
excellent color and good strength. 
The orange makes a good family flour, of 
fair strength and yields well in flour. 
The velvet chaff possesses good strength, 


a u d y ie ld s fa ir ly in flou r, is a n e a r ly v a r ie ty , 
g ro w s a stiff str a w , a n d is w e ll a d a p te d to 
strong and rich soils, where most varieties 
would produce too rank straw and lodge. 
The Houghton or Tappahannock is highly 
spoken of in some localities, while in others it 
is not considered a desirable wheat, not par- 
tioularly rich in gluteD, but makes a good 
family fl air ; is easily damaged by moisture. 
The I ultz and Clawson are taking the lead 
with farmers, yielding largely, but are very 
undesirable for millers, lieing soft and weak, 
and containing little gluten compared with 
the first named varieties. 
The Clawson is used somewhat to mix with 
damp, strong wheat. 
Iu spring wheat the Minnesota Fife is in­ 
comparably the best ■ of any spring variety. 
It is rich in gluten, very hard, and yields im­ 
mensely iu middlings. for purification aud 
manufacture into patent fl >ur ; it is essen­ 
tially a “ bread making ” wheat, producing a 
large number of pounds of finest bread from 
a fixed number of pouuds of tl air. 
This 
wheat is grown extensively in the Northwest, 
attaining its greatest perfection iu extreme 
northern latitudes, particularly iu Minnesota 
and Dakota. 
Iu Wisconsin and Iowa it is 
much the best spring wheat grown. 
The ILo Grande, China, or Mammoth, is 
a large-berried, heavy wheat, yielding well iu 
flour, aud next to Fife in gluteuous proper­ 
ties ; is particularly adapted to weak lands, 
having a rank growth of straw, and standing 
drought remarkably. 
The Canada Club we consider the next best 
spring variety, but is soft; makes an excel­ 
lent family flour when strength is not a par­ 
ticular object. 
The Lost Nation or Prussian Fife we con­ 
sider the pborest spring wheat grown, having 
a thick bran, very soft, weak ill gluten, not 
even making a white flour. 
It is grown ex­ 
tensively in Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota, 
yielding well, and is considered by farmers as 
being safer of a crop than Minnesota File, 
China or Club.

This year’s crop of wheat iu California will 
probably be as spotted as any crop ever har­ 
vested iu the State. Very few sections, or 
fields even, have escaped the effects of the 
northern wind blasts. Good, plump wheat, 
aud wheat in almost every stage of shrinkage 
will be found on almost every- farm. Now, 
since the character ami class of wheat in 
j market is affected more by the poor grains 
that are in it than by the plump ones, it be­ 
comes a very important matter to the farmer 
to exercise great care to separate his good from 
bis shrunken wheat. This can be done more ef­ 
fectually while cutting than at any other stage 
of the harvest work. 
In cutting the grain, 
whether with header or mower, let the best 
aud plum¡>est portions of the field be cut 
first, leaving the blasted spots to be cut and 
stalked and thrashed separately. 
Hy exer­ 
cising care in this direction much expense 
can be saved in the cleaning and separating 
with the fan-mill after, thrashing. But by 
all means separate the good from the poor 
grain, and keep the lots separate, so as not 
to lose on the whole crop iu consequence of 
the presence of a small percentage of un­ 
marketable wheat. We have suffered enough 
iu the reputation of our wheat by careless­ 
ness in this respect, and on account of the 
peculiar condition of the standing grain 
greater care will be necessary this year than 
ever before to check the downward tendeucy 
of prices for California wheat.

BOILING 
A 
HAM, 


How rare it is to find the simple opera­ 
tion of boiling well done ! 
How often wc 
hear it said of boiled beef or ham, for in: 
stance, “ Fine flavor, but so tough, ’ and 
how few people know th at tiie toughness 
proceeds, in nine cases oat of ten, from 
quick boiling ! 
In the case of ham, that 
most abused of all joints, and perhaps the 
easiest of all to cook, your cookery book 
probably tells you to boil it slowly for four, 
live or six houi'3, according to size ; and 
people usually interpret this direction into 
putting the ham into the pot and letting it 
boil at what is actually a slow gallop for 
the given time ; while very often, ¡1 in­ 
trusted to a cook, it boils only at inter­ 
vals. So that it remains on the tire a given 
number of hours, Biddy thinks the boiling 
is done. 
Ham should not boil- it should 
merely simmer. 
A fair-sized ham put on 
at ill in the morning, if properly cooked, 
should be done arid tender fry 4 or ó in the 
afternoon. 
The water should be brought 
to 
the 
boiling poiut, 
the 
pot 
then 
set 
back 
the stove and the wa­ 
ter be allowed to simmer—but remember, 
it must never be below boiling point, 
nor scarcely a degree above. 
The ham 
should be turned iu the water once or j 
twice during the time it is on the lire. 
When sufficiently done the rind should be 
stripped from it, and the ham well dusted 
with sifted bread crumbs, made by baking j 
slices of bread in a slow oven until they • 
aiv of a fine golden brown all through, and 
dry enough to powder under the rolling t 
pin. 
Never stick your ham with cloves; 
it suggests flies, and spoils the flavor for 1 
many tastes. 
A pretty fiui li is given by 1 
dusting is well with sugar instead of bread, j 
and then passing a hot knife over it until 
it has melted and coated the ham with a ' 
caramel glaze. 
A much finer way is to • 
daze it with strong meat jelly, or any ! 
savory jelly you may have, boiled down 
rapidly until it is like glue, taking great 
care during this boiling-down process to 
prevent burning. 
This jelly should be 
brushed over the ham w hen cool; it makes 
a handsome dish of a plain one. 


P a c k i.nu F in it. 
The vicious practice of 
putting g.Hid fiuit at the top of the package, 
and that of poor quality ut the bottom, injures 
it- sale and the reputation of the grower. 
Whatever the kind of fiuit, let it lie as uni­ 
form as may he in -ize and e dor. The pack­ 
ages should also lie full so that the fruit will 
not move about and become injured by rub­ 
bing and abrading, which affects its value. 
If these things are neglected the result will 
disappoint the shipper’s executions if he 
expects to get a good price for his product, 
while, on the other hand, if care and pains 
are taken to market it as suggested, tl.e tup 
of the current prices willgenerally Ire realized. 


C u im p e d 
C o d .— Cut the cod, which 
should Ire quite fresh, iu large slices, aud 
lay it for about three hours in spring water 
salted ; a little vinegar must be added, 
s ty one wiue-glas-ful ; make a fish-kettle 
more than three-parts-full of spring water, 
in which a large handful of salt has been 
thrown ; let it boil quickly, put in the 
cod, keep it boiling lor ten minutes ; it 
will then be done. 
Take up the slices of 
fish with care, and lay them upon a fish­ 
plate ; 
garnish with sprigs of 
parsley, 
sliced lemon, horse-radish scraped into 
curls ; serve with shrimp and oyster sauce.

W hile this is being carried by the slow 
tortoise of the railroad, the swift hare of 
the telegraph lias no doubt begun liis nim­ 
ble leaps and brought to your readers news 
of the gathering of the clans iu Cincinnati.

As there will be a similar service for the 
Convention about to assemble in Cincinnati, 
it may interest your readers to know how 
the news they receive is being transmitted. 
As they are probably aware, the General 
Agent of the Associated Press, Mr. Sitnon- 
tou, is an old Californian. 
He is one of the 
many ex-resideuts of your State who ex­ 
pects to return and pass his remaining day s 
there. 
Mr. Simonton, on a great occasion 
like a National Convention, usually makes 
up the report for bis association, bis early 
and long experience in reporting legislative 
bodies giving him advantages which few 
of the rising members of the profession 
possesses, with all tlieii facilities for steno­ 
graphic writing. 
He secures in advance 
the best seat on the platform for hearing 
and seeing, and when the Convention as­ 
sembles is on band with able assistants 
aud messengers. 
A t the Chicago Conven­ 
tion he bad a wire run in by the W est­ 
ern Union, and an operator sitting by his 
side. 
This wire connected directly with 
his association’s rooms in New York. 
The 
same arrangement, 1 understand, lias been 
made for the Cincinnati Convention.

The two rival exchanges—the New York 
and the American—face each other, iu 
lower Broadway, just below W all street, 
the former extending l ack to New street, 
and the offices of tiie brokers a-e iu the 
immediate vicinity or in the Boreel build­ 
ing, a couple of blocks above. 
The mem­ 
bers of the 
old 
Board 
are 
not 
al­ 
lowed, 
under the rules of 
the Stock 
Exchange, to have any coiiDeeti.jii with its 
new neighbor over the way. 
But I under­ 
stand that mine-owners and speculators can 
get their property on the lists of the old 
Board under these same rules much more 
advantageously than on those of the new, 
and so far very liltfe business has fallen 
into tire hands of the American Exchange. 
1 note a few sales reported daily by the 
latter, but knowing outs say they are 
“ washed,” and afford no criterion of 
business. 
On Monday the transactions 
amounted to 4/450 shares, as rep »rted. The 
aggregate membership of the two exchanges 
is now about 600, and it is estim ated that 
to support this number, pay office rent, 
clerk hire, fees, stationery, etc., will re­ 
quire a commission business, if commis­ 
sions aloue are to be relied upon, of §3 OÜO 
per day.

The United States Mining Investment 
Company is another of our institutions 
that has a California connection, if not a 
California origin, and therefore deserves a 
passing notice.

times in mining stocks and New York was 
tilled w ith Colorado and other W estern 
speculators seeking capital to aid in the 
development of newly-discovered bonanzas.

skins are quartered or halved and boiled 
until soft, in thick syrup of retiued sugar. 
When soft they are laid in dishes and 
covered with sugar and left to dry in a 
warm place. 
Lemon-peel is conserved in 
the same way. 


C h k e .s e C a k e s .—One pint o f milk, five 
eggs, half p oH n d blanched almonds, half 
p o u n d sugar, quarter p o u n d butter. 
Boil 
the nnlk ; beat into yolk of five eggs and 
whites of two ; boil till the curd is hard ; 
squeeze in a cloth till dry, add the almonds 
beaten tine, sugar, butter melted in a little 
rose-water, and four eggs ; mix all together, 
and bake in puff paste in small patty-pans 
or dishes.

Among the many extensive jewelry stores 
of Sau Francisco, Col. Andrews' Diamond 
Palace, on Montgomery street, under the llu.-s 
Hou.-e, is the most noticeable. 
It is one of 
the show places of the Pacific coast, and no 
tourist or vi-itor should consider his trip com­ 
plete without au inspectiou of its unique aud 
elegant interior. 
Col. Andrews, the pro­ 
prietor, is a typical Californian. 
A Veteran 
of the .Mexican War, and a pioneer of '49, he 
is sttli iu the prime of iife, and as foil.of 
youthful enthusiasm as when he first set out 
to make his fortune iu the new Ki Dorado of 
tiie West. At first a successful merchant in 
Sacramento, he has since rambled over half 
the w orld, and tried his luck in all manner of 
ventures. 
Iu the great lire of .November, 
lS'di, he and his partners found their stock 
destroyed, their business swept away, and a 
debt of‘§60,000 on their shoulders. 
Prompt 
actum .lli.l good management re-triaved the 
disasters of those early days, and iu lts.s than 
two years the firm had paid all their debt.» 
auii iiad a surplus of §180,000 left. 
In 1S56, 
Col. Andrews cold out his interest in the firm, 
and went E a st; hut soon tiring of. the,quiet 
life of that section, he returned to the Pacific 
coast, and iu a few months found himself a 
loser through mining speculations, to the ex­ 
tent of 8200,000, and dead broke. 
San Fran­ 
cisco then attracted him, aud tint partially 
successful there, he went to South America. 
'The next eight yeans finds hitu deep in 
desperate speculations: rich one day and 
poor another, a theatrical manager iu Lima, 
a flour dealer in Callao, selling diamonds in 
Lmdon and hats in i ’unamu, hulling gold 
along with the heaviest operators in New 
York, or flat broke in Guayaquil, hut every­ 
where the same lestless, sangume, irrepressible 
spirit, making and losing half a dozen for­ 
tunes, never discouraged or cast down, hut 
always ready to try again, and always able 
by the confidence that integrity and fair deal­ 
ing never fails to inspire, to get on his feet 
again, and make a fresh start ill the race for 
wea.th aud position. 
Turning again to the 
Pacific coast, he engaged in a variety of enter 
prises, some successful, some otherwise, till iu 
1872 he embarked in his old business, aud 
opened a jewelry house under the Cosmo­ 
politan Hotel. 
His restless and enterprising 
spirit could not long rest conteut with a mere 
success in business, aud as soon as he found 
liimseif fail l}1 launched, he began to arrange 
for more extensive quarters, out of which hat- 
grown the Diamond Palace. 
The conception 
and design of this beautiful store, iu itself an 
example of the audacity of modern business 
ideas, is entirely his own. 
Ill its adornment 
he has lavisned a fortune, and exhausted the 
genius of the best artists and artificers of the 
city. 
The salesroom is a casket worthy of 
the jewels it contains. 
Its floors are of 
marble, the walls are of French plate-mirrors, 
flamed in pillars of ebony and gold, while the 
vaults and arched ceiling i» a triumph of the 
fresco painters’ art. 
Several of tl.e panels 
overhead are decorated with full length oil

The later editions of the first vol­ 
umes differ considerably from the earlier 
ones. 
The first edition of the three last 
volumes were revised by Gibbon. Dr. buiith 
has iu this edition made one important change. 
He has arranged the references to ancient 
writers in Gibbon’s notes so as to refer to the 
editions of the works of those** riters not in 
use, wherea- Gibbon’s references were to old 
and extinct editions. 
This change will be <1 
great value to the -indent in history. 
J le has 
a ided also, in the form of notes, the advances 
that have been made in historical knowledge 
since Gibbon wrote. 
The researches of Nieb­ 
uhr, Savigny, and the other great phibdogers 
and jurists of Germany, the investigations of 
modem Oriental scholars anil the discoveries 
in the East, have thrown a new and unex­ 
pected light upon many of the m i1 jects com­ 
prehended in Gibbon’s vast work. 
On this 
subject the editor sa y s: 
“ It would be ea*y 
to multiply notes to any extent; but the 
present editor has thought it right to confine 
liis remarks to the correction of the positive 
errors of Gibbon, nml to give such additional 
information ss the progress of our knowledge 
i*i quires. 
He conceive, it to be the duty I 
an editor, in annotating a work like the;

The book, though embrac­ 
ing 200 pages, is divided into but four chap­ 
ters, and these treat respectively of Chaucer’s 
times ; Chaucer’s life and works ; the charac­ 
teristics of Chaucer and his poetry, and the 
epilogue, to which is added a brief glossary. 
The second volume of the scries, now at hand, 
is “ Cowper. by Goldwiu Smith.” This essay 
gives us an outline of the poet’s early life ;

EITHER SUITED. 
The happy pliability of the avenge Dem­ 
ocratic disposition was illustrated amus­ 
ingly when the Cincinnati nominations 
were received here. By some mistake the 
M cgraph iirst stated that the choice for 
Vice-President was James E. English, of 
Connecticut. 
This intelligence was re­ 
ceived with a great deal of satisfaction, 
and good Democrats at once began to ex­ 
plain how admirable a nomination it was. 
In the midst of their congratulations the 
statem ent came that the real nominee was 
\V. H. English, of Indiana, but this an­ 
nouncement made no difference to the 
I lemocrats, who at once proceeded to de­ 
clare that though the first named was 
the best nomination that could he made, 
this was a great deal better. In fact it 
was perfectly evident that they were de­ 
termined to be pleased no matter who the 
candidates proved to be, and that one mati 
was as acceptable as another, for general 
purposes of jubilation. 
No doubt any 
man who could guarantee them the offices 
would suit the Democrats equally well, and 
the last thing they would trouble them­ 
selves about would be his fitness, so long as 
the party had placed him on the ticket. 
Tins amiable disposition certainly tends to 
the development of a healthy party disci­ 
pline, but it does not contain much assur­ 
ance of that discriminating judgment which 
is supposed to lie demanded in the loest in­ 
terests of the country. 


SPANISH AGGRESSION. 
It appears that our Government has at 
last concluded to remonstrate with Spain 
upon the insolent aggressions which her 
cruisers have for some time been practic­ 
ing upon American vessels. As England 
and France have also suffered indignities 
from this Bource, and as those powers join 
in the diplomatic note of protest and 
warning, it is probable that redress and 
explanation will lie forthcoming, for Spain 
knows that whatever the Washington Gov­ 
ernment may be prepared to stand, those 
of London and l’aris will put up with no 
insults, hut will upon very slight provoca­ 
tion take the law in their own hands, and 
give the Spanish cruisers a sound drub­ 
bing. Unfortunately for the protection of 
American honor our navy is in so lamenta­ 
ble a condition that we cannot venture to 
resent insults even from so feeble a Power 
as Spain, and it is quite possible that the 
Peruvian navy might bully us with im­ 
punity. In fact, unless some serious steps 
are taken before long to give us the means 
of self-defense, there is no telling what 
petty principalities may ffout us, and fire 
into our merchant ships upon the high seas. 


THE 
MORAL 
EFFECTS 
OF 
EATING 
CROW. 
When there is difference of opinion 
among members of the same political 
party as to the eligibility of candidates 
for office, and when after a more or les3 
strenuous resistance to a certain candi­ 
dature, those who are opposed to it are 
overcome by a hostile majority, and 
are forced to accept the obnoxious nomina­ 
tion, the disagreeable obligation of affect­ 
ing content and satisfaction with the out­ 
come of the controversy is compared to 
the compulsory eating of boiled crow, as 
suggested by a well-known and venerable 
story. It is very seldom that any political 
action of consequence takes place without 
obliging some people to perform this un­ 
pleasant task, and. sometimes the circum­ 
stances are such as to render the crow- 
eating a very remarkable and significant 
phenomenon. Since compromise is the in­ 
dispensable condition of nearly all political 
action, it is impossible to avoid the neces­ 
sity of occasional violations of conviction, 
and concessions to party exigency. But 
there occur situations in which it becomes 
necessary to inquire whether any conceiv­ 
able advantage derivable from party cohe­ 
sion can offset the patent and flagrant 
injuries to public morality involved in the 
observance of factional traditions in this 
connection. It fortunately happens that 
at 
the 
present 
juncture 
the most 
serious evils of the kind referred to have 
been escaped, and that the necessity for 
crow-eating has been comparatively slight. 
But it is only requisite to point out what 
might have easiiy occurred, to demonstrate 
the extent of the menace to public morals 
concerned in the eating of crow. Let us 
suppose, for the purpose of illustration, 
that Grant had been nominated at Chicago 
and Tibien at Cincinnati, instead of Gar­ 
field and Hancock. It will at once be 
apparent that the effect of these nomina­ 
tions must have been to produce a distinct 
and appreciable degradation of the press 
throughout the country, and a correspond­ 
ing debasement of public sentiment. For 
while some few journals might have re­ 
fused to surrender their convictions, and 
to support candidates they had persistently 
opposed, it cannot be doubted that the 
greater number would have held it neces­ 
sary to put jiarty policy before principle, 
and would have sought to cover the moral 
disgrace of their stultification by parading 
their partisan subserviency in the light of 
a virtue. The journals, for example, which 
had opposed Graut’s nomination on so 
many and such strong grounds ; which had 
insisted that it would he a menace to the 
country and a discredit to the party ; 
which had elaborated the most powerful 
arguments in support of their position ; 
which had vindicated their antagonism, 
and convinced their readers ; what would 
their situation have been in the event of 
his success at Chicago ? In such a case 
there could have been no evasion. The 
issues had been made too distinctly and 
clearly for that. 
These journals would 
therefore have been compelled to swallow 
their own words, to repudiate and trample 
upon their own most convincing arguments, 
to set an example of dishonesty and want 
of principle, to stand conspicuously for­ 
ward as illustrations of the deadening ef­ 
fect of partisanship upon the conscience and 
the sense of honor and self-respect; in 
fact to put their souls to open and 
shameless prostitution. 
Among savage 
tribes it is customary to beat drums 
aud make loud noises to hide the cries 
and groans of those who are being 
tortured in the name of religion or to satisfy 
some barbarous conventions. In like man­ 
ner the degradation of American journalism 
is sought to be concealed by the loud sound­ 
ing of the party drums, and the shoutings 
of affected admiration at the base com­ 
pliance with partisan behests. But for all 
these attempts at concealment the shock 
given to public morality is great and last­ 
ing. For it is not possible that such ex­ 
hibitions of contempt for truth and prin­ 
ciple and conviction should be made, with­ 
out at once producing disdain for the pro­ 
fession that is liable to these .periodical 
debasements, and weakening the popular 
reeverence for the attributes so held tip to 
scorn aud ridicule. It is the party that is 
made Fetish of by these feasts of crow, and 
iu exact proportion the attachment to 
country is diminished aud enfeebled. 


And it is scarcely possible to limit the 
ill effects of these practices. For how' can 
the people continue to put confidence in 
the advice or the honesty or the conscien­ 
tiousness of journals which find it so easy 
to repudiate their most earnest positions, 
and to support the very propositions they 
have declared most dangerous and objec­ 
tionable ? And how can the people believe 
in the necessity of honesty and truthful­ 
ness and sincerity in candidates for any 
office, when they are made to perceive that 
the utter renunciation of ail these attri­ 
butes is indispensable to the proper per­ 
formance of the functions of faithful par­ 
tisanship ? The conventional theory is that 
the eaters o{ crow somehow support their 
party by their manifestations of venal 
callosity. This is a grave mistake. In 
effect they weaken their party, for they 
spread abroad and confirm the belief 
that all politics is void of sincerity 
ami 
principle, 
and 
that the first 
requirement for a public career is enfran­ 
chisement from moral restraints. The 
practice of crow-eating, moreover, tends to 
the establishment over parties of the con­ 
trol of the worst elements, for it is a most 
effectual process for sifting out the scrupu­ 
lous elements of a party, and leaving be­ 
hind only the coarsest and least moral con­ 
stituents. It must also drive out all who 
hold convictions, for these cannot change 
their attitude like automata, at a given 
signal, but will withdraw when they find 
themselves 
overpowered, 
and 
proba­ 
bly abstain thenceforth from interfer­ 
ence 
in 
politics. 
The 
crow-eaters 
themselves must become completely de­ 
moralized. For them there can no longer 
be any firmness of belief. Their expressed 
convictions are recoguized both by them­ 
selves and by their readers as the argu­ 
ments of hired attorneys. They have 
ceased to represent a free and inde­ 
pendent and intelligent constituency, 
and have become the mouthpieces of a 
faction which is as soulless as the traditional 
corporation, and as unscrupulous aud 
careless of decency as utter irresponsibility 
can make it. The services which such 
journals are capable of -rendering to their 
parties are by no means to be desired. 
They disseminate a corroding cynicism 
which must eventually be fatal to the organ­ 
ization. They discourage earnestness and 


principle, and encourage their opposites, 
in politics. They deaden the sensibilities 
of voters, and teach them to think lightly 
of fraud and subterfuge and stultification, 
and to count partisan loyalty as above 
truth and honor and integrity. By instill­ 
ing these ideas they lower the standard of 
the party, force its control more and more 
into bad hands, disgust the l)C3t elements 
of it more profoundly all the time, and at 
length so corrupt the organization that it 
falls an easy prey to the first serious as­ 
saults from w’ithout. 
The crow-eating 
evil has thus the seeds of its own destruc­ 
tion within it, but it produces many inju­ 
rious consequences to all concerned before 
it reaches the point of reaction. 
It is not probable that this debasing and 
enslaving custom will be allowed to sur­ 
vive much longer. It seems probable that 
if the worst had 1‘appeoed in the present 
campaign, there would have been so for­ 
midable a secession from the ranks of 
party journalism and partisan submission 
as to overthrow' the schemes of the 
conspirators. But as the demands of true 
journalism become better understood, and 
as popular intelligence expands, the abject 
party journal will possess less influence, 
and the incentives to this kind of 
moral debauchery will so diminish that 
comparatively few will think the end 
worth the sacrifice. 
Of course such a 
change would presuppose the elevation of 
party itself toa higher plane, and this, too, 
is among the necessities of the future. 
For while there must always be parties in 
a free State, and while the majority of 
citizens can never hope to utilize their 
power save through party machinery, it 
by no means follows that parties must be 
controlled by their baser elements, or that 
they must he indifferent to moral require­ 
ments. 
It is in fafft the advocates 
of crow-eating who support and main­ 
tain party corruption, for 
we may 
rest 
assured 
that 
the 
bold 
out­ 
rages upon honesty and principle which 
are so frequently attempted by politicians 
would never be thought of but for that 
pernicious theory aud practice which sub­ 
jects all issues to the same mechanical 
determination, aud compels men to abandon 
their most settled convictions at the com­ 
mand of faction. Independence in politics 
is necessary to purity. 
The traditions of 
party which insist upon unreasoning sub­ 
servience on all occasions are fatal to the 
preservation of integrity in any organization. 
Such rule3 and doctrines have always been 
used by the worst elements for the enslave­ 
ment of the best, and for the perpetuation 
of evil and mischievous policies. In jour­ 
nalism more than any other profession the 
usefulness depends upon the honesty. 
Journals which are believed to be merce­ 
nary, which have been suspected of chang­ 
ing their opinions for money, which are 
known to follow party dictates blindly and 
unquestioningly, must lose ground more 
and more as jiublic intelligence grows. As 
in a democracy everything depends ulti­ 
mately upon the ripeness of the pop­ 
ular judgment, 
and 
as despite all 
hindrances 
the 
tendency of 
Amer­ 
ican 
progress 
is 
steadily 
towards 
the expansion and strengthening of this 
indispensable national attribute, we hold 
that the drift must be away from partisan 
and insincere journalism, and in the direc­ 
tion of that which rests upon conviction, 
whether that conviction be well or ill 
grounded. The world has not outlived, 
and will never outlive, the influence of 
earnestness in all human affairs, and it is 
not mistaken in holding that even the 
wrong, w hen earnestly and persistently 
maintained, is more respectable than the 
right when insincerely and coldly defended. 
Keality of belief and purpose, genuineness 
of conviction, honesty of course, sincerity 
of utterance, and adhesion to the general 
rather than the particular good, are and 
will be the requirements of influential po­ 
litical journalism iu the future. The prac­ 
tice of eating crow on a large scale will be 
presently abandoned, and those only will 
continue to believe in its efficacy or its de- 
fensibility who have already ceased to be 
guided by principle, or who have projects 
to urge which can only he carried by the 
resolute repudiation of all honest aud self- 
respecting views. 


STATESMAN VERSUS SOLDIER. 
The Democrats, as a proof of the sin­ 
cerity of their opposition to military rule, 
have put in nomination for the Presidency 
a soldier, whose only record ¡3 military, 
and who cannot from the very nature of 
his career be qualified for civil adminis­ 
tration. 
W hatever distinction General 
Hancock has gained has been in a field 
which has no analogy to that for which he 
is now a candidate. The most conclusive 
proofs of his military achievements and 
capacities must fail to justify the inference 
that he is fitted for the Presidency. All 
that can be said of him apart from his 
purely army record is that he is free from 
ail imputations upon his integrity. The 
profession he has followed, however, is one 
which recent experience lias shown to be 
peculiarly ill-fitted for the development of 
the qualifications needed in the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive of the Republic. On the other 
hand the Republican, candidate is a states­ 
man of unquestionable ability and well- 
earned fame. While no one knows what 
General Hancock's views are upon any im­ 
portant issue ; while it is not even known 
that he has any political convictions ; his 
opponent possesses a singularly clear and 
consistent record upon every measure and 
question of weight w hich has come before 
the country during the past twenty years. 
Nor 
are 
General 
Garfield’s veiws 
those of the ordinary politician. He has 
given repeated evidence of having studied 
and mastered every topic he has been 
called on to treat, and in all cases he has 
shown a ripe judgment and a courage of 
conviction very agreeably unlike the com­ 
monplace positions of political hackneys. 
On the currency question, for example, he 
has always been right, and has always pre­ 
sented his views with firmness aud pre­ 
cision. He has given an amount of care 
and thought to all issues sufficient to 
separate him from the ordinary Congress­ 
man of the times, and to justify us in 
characterizing him as a statesman. Of 
course he has erred sometimes, but even 
when he has 
been 
wrong it has 
been equally clear that his mistakes were 
not those of mere ignorance, but such as 
all men are liable to, no matter how 
conscientiously they may endeavor to at­ 
tain the truth. The Republican party has 
never had a candidate who more fuily repre­ 
sented its intellectual strength and tend­ 
encies, or who more faithfully illustrated 
its highest aims. He stands for the very best 


the party policy has ever produced, and his 
own speeches can be taken in illustration 
and explanation of every weighty measure 
the party' has made itself responsible for. 
The purest, most patriotic and progressive 
elements of the Republican party’, can there­ 
fore accept him unhesitatingly as their ex­ 
ponent and exemplar, for he may be re­ 
garded as a faithful embodiment of the 
spirit of the party in its loftiest manifesta­ 
tions, and no Republican need be ashamed 
of being represented by such a man. 
General Hancock, on the other hand, is 
a mere figure-head. He does not stand for 
any principles of his party. He has no 
civil record. He is iu fact withoHt polit­ 
ical connections, and it is necessary to go 
behind him, and to deal with the record 
and principles of the party which is seek­ 
ing to cover itself with his military rep­ 
utation. The name of General Hancock 
will not seem so good a one to conjure 
with when the real significance of his 
nomination is- recognized. The, want of 
relevancy between his position and that of 
the Democracy cannot be concealed. His 
merits as a soldier will be conceded, 
but when that is done it will be 
asked how bis gallantry or his knowl­ 
edge of tactics can help him in a 
civil office, or can be regardtd as demon­ 
strating his 
fitness 
to perform the 
duties of such an office. General Grant 
was a much greater soldier than General 
Hancock, and he was believed to possess a 
firmness which would guard him against 
the dangers of political intrigue. But his 
civil administration was a conspicuous 
failure, and he was rejected by the Repub­ 
lican party' at last, not because any diminu­ 
tion had occurred in the general admira­ 
tion for his splendid military services and 
talents, but because the party' had become 
convinced that ho was unfitted for the work 
of civil administration. The country has 
no desire to repeat that experiment. It 
knows what must be expected from putting 
a professional soldier into the Presidency. 
It has learned by experience that the mili­ 
tary school does not produce statesmen, and 
that the latter alone are qualified for the 
executive office. 
General Garfield has 
proved his capacity to fill the highest 
political office in the State. 
He has 
shown abilities which rank him with the 
early statesmen of the republic. 
He 
knows the issues which are before the 
country thoroughly, and he has a most 
creditable record upon all of them. To 
elect him is to take the most satisfactory 
development of our political institutions, 
and put it where it is best fitted to be use­ 
ful. To elect General Hancock would he 
to take a man who has proved his capacity’ 
in one sphere, away from all his familiar 
relations, and place him in another sphere 
of which he has no knowledge or expe­ 
rience. To do this would he to elect the 
leading Democratic politicians, practically, 
and to give them General Hancock as a 
figure-head. 
When the country has so 
magnificent an opportunity to honor itself 
by the election of a statesman it would 
commit a grave mistake if it should pass 
him by for a mere soldier. 


A MAGNIFICENT PIECE OF IMPUDENCE. 
The most magnificent piece óf impu­ 
dence we have encountered for a long time 
is that plank in the National Democratic 
platform which affects to approve of a free 
ballot all over the Uuited States. If the 
ballot was free all over the Union the 
Democratic party would stand no show 
whatever in the coming campaign. If the 
ballot was free there would be no hope of a 
solid South, and no possibility of defeat­ 
ing the Republican party. W hat can the 
Democratic leaders think of the intelli­ 
gence of the American people when they 
have the ineffable audacity to insert this 
insolent mockery in their national plat­ 
form ? Slave owners affecting a passionate 
love of Liberty never cut a more preposter­ 
ous figure than do these Democrats while 
pretending to admiration and concern 
for the freedom of the ballot. And 
after declaring that the ballot ought to 
be free everywhere, the delegates from 
the Southern States will return to 
their homes and take immediate steps 
for suppressing the colored vote through­ 
out that region. We think the Democrats 
might have spared the country this gra­ 
tuitous insult. We are going into a cam­ 
paign which is only uncertain because of 
the notorious fact that the Southern Dem­ 
ocrats refuse to respect the sanctity of the 
ballot, and became they by force and fraud 
suppress the vote of their colored feUow- 
citizens. They know and we know that 
the Southern States will not he carried 
honestly this fall. They know and we 
know that the ostensible results in those 
States will not represent the untt'ammeled 
will of the majority. 
And considering 
the undisguised effrontery with which they 
have flaunted the “ solidity ” of the South 
before the face of the country, they might 
have had the decency to abstain from 
adding insult to injury by talking about 
the freedom of the ballot. As well might 
a gang of pickpockets solemnly protest that 
honesty was the lodestone of their exist­ 
ence, or a hand of horse-thieves declare 
that the lifting of stock was their particu­ 
lar aversion. 


PARTISAN FINANCE. 
Now that both the great parties have 
made their platforms it is possible to gauge 
their positions on the most important pub­ 
lic issue, which is finance. And as we ex­ 
amine their positions it becomes apparent 
that neither of them have had the courage 
to deal with this question honestly and 
boldly. They have, iu fact, both under­ 
taken to be as obscure as possible upon the 
vital question of the currency. The Repub­ 
licans boast of their work in bringing about 
the resumption of specie payments, but 
they entirely avoid the silver question, and 
they do not mention the fact that a law is 
now in operation which, if suffered to con­ 
tinue, must ultimately restore the premium 
on gold, and give the country once more 
a depreciated currency. 
As for the 
Democrats, they declare vaguely for “ hon­ 
est money,” but they do not undertake to 
define what they mean by honest money, 
and though they speak of “ gold, silver and 
“ paper,” it is in such a way that the 
Greenbackers might without much straiu 
upon their views accept the plank. It is 
in fact clear that both the great parties 
have been afraid to deal with this issue 
boldly, lest they should alienate some 
voters. 
This is one of the ineradicable 
follies of the average politician, and though 
all experience proves its futility, it seems 
impossible to drive it from the brains 
of the “ managers.” Again and again 
elections have been literally thrown 


away by the cowardice of those who 
made the platforms. Afraid of offending 
this, that aud the other element, these 
timeservers only succeed in removing 
every evidence of life and spirit from their 
platform, and end by disgusting all who 
have convictions, at the same time that 
they do not satisfy the others. It does not 
seem to occur to the managqjs that Green­ 
hackers have positive views, however ab­ 
surd and mischievous they may be, and that 
they are no more likely to be attracted by 
mealy-mouthed sham declarations than are 
the friends of honest money. The most 
curious circumstance, however, is the cau­ 
tious abstinence of both parties from any 
reference to the silver question. It is 
known to all who follow public affairs that 
owing to the operation of the Bland-Allison 
hill an immense quantity of silver has 
already accumulated in the Treasury. 
During the last Congressional session 
it 
was 
found necessary to make 
a special appropriation to provide further 
accommodation for this gr-at mass of 
metal. Now the more of this silver accu­ 
mulates the greater must the dauger of 
its being substituted for gold become. A 
comparatively slight change in our foreign- 
exchange, a commercial condition liable 
at any time to supervene, may cause the 
export ot gold, and open the door for the 
throwing of this mass of silver upon the 
market. 
This is a positive and present 
danger, and it involves the most serious 
aud calamitous consequences. Yet neither 
party has thought it necessary to allude to 
the subject at all, and the public cannot 
gather from either of the party platforms 
that any silver has been coined, or is being 
coined, in the country. 


OLD FOES W ITH NEW FACES. 
The Democratic nominations have been 
hailed with satisfaction by the Democrats, 
and this is odd, for the thing which seems 
to please the party most is the unlikeness 
of the candidates to ordinary Democratic 
selections. In fact, this gratification is a 
tribute to Republicanism, however uncon­ 
sciously it may be made. It is an evidence 
that the highest ideal of the Democrats is a 
nomination as closely resembling a Re­ 
publican as possible. The Democrats at 
present are going about chuckling, and say­ 
ing, “ Look at General Hancock! You 
wouldn’t know him from a Republican, 
would you 7” And this is absolutely all they 
have to rejoice over. We are free to admit 
that the nomination is very unlike the 
average Democratic choice, but though the 
Democrats have particularly sound reasons 
for wishing to be taken for something else 
than what they are, their attempts at 
disguise are destined to failure. Nothing 
can be plainer than the real inspiratton 
of 
their present joy. 
They believe 
they have at last hit upon a ticket which 
which may very well pass for Republican, 
aud that consequently they may be aide to 
worm their way into power under Cover of 
it. It is an ingenious device, but unfor­ 
tunately it lias been employed before, and 
has been found out. General Hancock is 
well euough in ltia way, but he is not the 
Democratic party, and- he does not repre­ 
sent that party. 
His record is clear 
enough, but it is not his record that has to 
be examined and passed upon. The coun­ 
try cannot be deceived into forgetting who 
stand behind the head of the ticket, nor 
what sort of a record they have. The Dem­ 
ocratic party will have to come forward 
and take the witness-stand, notwithstand­ 
ing its shrewd device to put in a substi­ 
tute, and it will not get off so easily as 
the head of its ticket. If there was any 
ground for believing that the pres­ 
ent device to make the Democratic candi­ 
date as much like a Republican as possible, 
arose from a sincere wish to bury the 
past, and a disposition to acknowledge 
the supremacy of Republican principles, 
we should hail the change with profound 
satisfaction. But there is no warrant for 
such an interpretation. The Democrats 
want office and spoils, and they are willing 
to appear all things to all men for the 
sake of success. But their convictions 
remain unchanged. They are going into 
this campaign with the deliberate inten­ 
tion of stealing the electoral votes of all 
the Southern States. They hope to win 
by fraud and force. Their Southern allies 
are willing to use General Hancock as a 
figurehead, but they expect through him 
to regam their lost political prestige, and 
to govern the country as they did before 
the rebellion. 
The leopard does not 
change his spots, nor the Democrat his 
ideas, and however much General Hancock 
may resemble a Republican, no Republican 
will be deceived into supjiortiug him. 


THE FRAUD ISiUE. 
The Democrats who drew up the Cincin­ 
nati platform must wish they had known 
beforehand who was going to occupy it. 
The platform appears to have been orig­ 
inally framed for the special use and be­ 
hoof of Mr. Tilden, and w hen it was found 
that he was out of the race it seems to 
have been thought desirable to insert the 
plank eulogizing him. But in refusing to 
put him in nomination the Convention 
made all the tall talk about fraud ridicu­ 
lous, for it is plaifily impossible to couviuce 
the country that the party believes in Mr. 
Tilden’s claims, seeing that it thrust him 
out of the succession so cavalierly. As 
Dana shrewdly observes, the only way to 
retain the fraud issue in the campaign was 
to nominate Tilden and Hendricks. That 
would have made the platform as it stands 
consistent, though it would have necessi­ 
tated the excision of the plank about hon­ 
est money, or have made it absurd. As it 
is, the rhetorical flourishes about the 
fraud issue sound ludicrous in view of the 
actual nominations, and it seems quite a 
pity that so much space should have been 
wasted to such little purpose. It is true 
that the Democrats have no genuine issues, 
and perhaps that is one reason why the 
platform was suffered to remain without 
any modification after the failure of Tilden 
was apparent, but the embarrassment of 
the Bourbon press will he great when it 
comes to discuss the “ issues,” and finds 
that the principal planks in the national 
platform are as dead as J ulitis Causar.

DEMOCRATIC MA5S

The Democrats of Sacramento held a rati­ 
fication meeting last evening in front of the 
Capital Hotel.

After a few brief remarks by Mr. Cravens, 
which were applauded, D. S. Terry of Stock­ 
ton was introduced as the first speaker. He 
congratulated the people and the party on 
the nomination of Hancock and English. 
[Applause.1 It had beeu objected that Han­ 
cock is not a statesman. He held that un­ 
true. Hancock’s whole life showed him to 
he possessed of statesmanlike qualities of a 
high order. His celebrated military order 
at.tl his letter to Governor Pease proved him 
to be a statesman. He was a sohlier who did 
his duty without malignity and without 
hatred of his countrymen in arms against 
him. [Applause] He thanked God that 
there was a difference between the two Gen­ 
erals—Garfield and Hancock. To the 
palms of 
the latter clung no stain 
of

Mohilier; 
no 
back-pay 
steal, no fceB for fraudulent wooden pave­ 
ments in Washington, no certificates from 
Oakes Ames’ red pocket-book. [Applause.] No 
one can («>¡1 more votes iu tiie South than 
Hancock, none can appreciate but the soldier 
how well we love men we have fought in 
war. [Applause.] The Republicans have nom­ 
inated a man whose record will not bear in­ 
spection. 
Had the Chicago Convention 
known Garfield’s record, its Domination 
would have been the boldest act on record, as 
it was the indorsement of the back-pay steal, 
and of the greatest of all frauds, the stealing 
of the electoral vote of Louisiana. He re­ 
cited a history of the election of 187ti, and the 
contest over the disputed electoral votes. 
The Republicans sent the fathers of the party 
to Louisiana to watch the count of the vote. 
Other gentlemen went there, such as Palmer 
and Trumbull, who proposed a plan for 
overseeing the count that would prevent 
fraud, but it was declined, because fraud was 
contemplated. The Returning Board met in 
secret—two white men and two negroes. 
1’hey were villains—the white men. The Re- 
publ'cans stood by and saw the vote stolen. 
Uarfieid was down there, and must have 
known all about it. To avoid war and save 
the nation from bloodshed the Electoral Com­ 
mission was raised equally from the two 
great parties, and Garfield was on that tribu­ 
nal. There were Supreme Judges on it also, 
but no one supposed even from that august 
bench that Judges would connive at fraud. 
They sat there and decided that all that they 
were" there for was to see if the face of the 
returns were properly tallied. Every one 
knew whit the returns showed. It didn’t 
need an Electoral Commission to find that 
out. So they decided not to go behind the 
returns, and the people were defrauded of 
their choice, aud the excuse was that there 
had beeu bulldozing, but it was without the 
shadow of foundation, and was the story of 
the miserable car¡>et-baggers. So soon a# 
the Commission decided the case we heard no 
more of whippings or bulldozings. But now

The 
speaker here quoted Oakes Ames alleged 
testimony against Garfield, and claimed that 
the motley passing between the two was not 
a loan, and that a Republican Congressional 
committee found a verdict against Garfield 
and Colfax alike. Colfax was disgraced, but 
Garfield is nominated for the Presidency. 
[Applause] That is not fair. 
“ Smiler” 
Colfax ought to have Le-u nominated for the 
Vice-Piesidency. [Applause.] Republicans 
would call that mud-slinging, but it was the 
truth, and the records of Congress showed 
that Garfield took a bribe, while a member of 
Congress, from Oakes Ames, for the Union 
Pacific Railroad. Is such a man fit to be 
President? [Cries of “ No, d o .”] 
B oss 
Shepherd had control of the Washington city 
government. De Gollyer invented a pave­ 
ment, and Shepherd gave him a contract to 
lay it, ami it was to yield some §400,000. 
Garfield was Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, aud every item had to pass 
through his hands. An agent of De Gollyer 
was to get §15,000 to get the bill through for 
the pavement. He offered Gai field half of 
it to push through the job, anti it looks as if 
he went to him as a member of Congress, 
and not as an attorney. W hat did Garfield 
do for the §7,500as a lawyer? No one knows. 
But Shepherd, when it was intimated that 
Garfield would go back ou him, produced a 
paper, it is said, an opinion by Garfield, and 
said, “ This fixes him.” The anti-Chinese 
plank in the Republican platform is weak 
and wishy washy, but the 
Democrats 
have come up square to the mark 
aud declared openly what they will do. 
The Democracy had always held to the 
doctrine of the superiority of the white race ; 
it dues not admit equality with the Mougoli 
ans ; it never invited the hordes of Chinese to 
come here. If the Democratic President is 
elected the people can rely on it that the Chi­ 
nese slave invasion shall be rolled back. [ Ap- 
blause.] The Democracy has passed no bills 
for the transfer of money to the pockets of 
monopolists since having power in Congress.

[Applau.-e.] He (the speaker) had been named 
as a Democratic Elector before the Cincinnati 
Convention met, but he was satisfied with its 
work and should labor to win.

He declared thafthe legislation relative to 
the regulation of elections and the super­ 
vision by United States officers, as fostered 
by the Republican party, to be destructive of 
American principles. lie reviewed the main 
features of the election of President Hayes, 
and coming down to the advocacy of Han­ 
cock and English he said the former fought 
nobly for the principles he believed in, but 
he did not believe any one of the Radical 
leaders ever did or will fight for a principle 
of a constitutional Uuion. [Applause. | He be­ 
lieved Hancock to be not only a soldier but 
a statesman [applause], and the people are 
weaving for him a crown of victory to be 
placed on his brow on the 4th of March next. 
He believed any man whc would tamper 
with the integrity of the ballot-box should 
be sent to prison and always kept there. 
Hancock is not to be voted for because he is 
a soldier only, hut because he holds that the 
military arm is second to the civil power. 


He will resist all centralization of power* 
he will cherish and preserve the lair 
fame of the people of every section 
of the country. [Applause.] The people 
of 
the 
United 
States 
are hound 
together by the indissoluble ties of interest as 
as well as fraternity, and when vilification 
crushes tie section the liberties of the others 
depart. [Applause.] For years the South 
has been lied about. 
Who believes these 
stories of outrage? No one. 1 Applause ] 
Property and life is as secure there as any­ 
where. [Applause.] The elections are as 
fair there as itere. [Applause ] There is as 
much bulldozing here as there at every elec­ 
tion. The i>eople have not forgotten Mare 
Island, the tapeworm tickets, and the acts of 
the Federal officials there, and though the 
attention of Congress was called to these 
frauds, the Republican party never moved a 
finger to right the outraged people. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
A voice—I was one of the victims of that 
fraud. 
Mr. Brown said he didn’t chargo all Re­ 
publicans as ignorant and base, hut many 
are ; they won’t read both sides ; they won’t 
read eveu the R ecokii Union'8 telegrams of 
the truth, hut read what it says and swear 
hy it There is a large number of Repub­ 
licans whose consciences are quickened, and 
they are awakening to the truth. The solid 
South will not only go for Hancock and 
Erglish, but he believed nearly the solid 
North will foil w suit. [Applause.] They 
howl about the solid South, but solidity at 
the fcorth is a virtue. [Laughter] Any 
man who has ever lived at the South, and 
felt the iron hand of tyranny, would he 
worse than a fool t- vote the Republican 
ticket. [Laughter and applause.] An out­ 
raged people are about to put the seal of death 
on that party, and tuik it away forever 
in its little bed. [Applause.] It is necessary 
that the Republican party should die that the 
government Washington fought for shall he 
preserved to the world and saved froin eternal 
destruction. [Applause.] Ho held that the 
Republican party created the tramp nuisance. 
It has given the public domain away until 
there is scarcely any decent land left to settle 
on. [Applause.] There have been more Re­ 
publican Senators aud Congressmen who have 
gone to Washington poor, lived beyond their 
means ami came away rich, within the last 
sixteen years, than ever before in the whole 
one hundred years of the life of the nation. 
[Applause.] The Republican party has in­ 
creased the taxes, given away the homes of 
the people and sold out the Country. [Ap­ 
plause. J They say Hayes has sent a Com­ 
mission to China. Why that is the biggest 
piece of taffy ever given. [Applause ] The 
Republican party never goes wild over the 
wrongs of the white man, but weeps over all 
black and tans. [Laughter.] It wants a cen­ 
tralized Government, and the best wajf 
to get it is to fill the land with Chi­ 
nese 
and 
make 
’em 
voters. 
If 
they had euough Chinese votes to-day the 
Republican party would defy the people. 
[Applause ] It was their expectation to use 
the negro, but he went back on the party. 
What did its Convention do for Bruce? How 
mauy votes did he get for Vice-President? 
They tickled him a ’ittle, and ihat is all. [Ap­ 
plause.] The Republicans claim this is a 
nation. It is not a nation. The fathers 
created a federal Government and gave it 
certain express powers, but the great rights 
and powers rest in the States and are retained 
by them. The colonies fought against a cen­ 
tralized Government, and w hen they set up 
the Constitution, never intended to set up 
another one. He referred to the recent Vir­ 
ginia jury case ami the federal election law, as 
avideneesof the intent of the Republican party 
to effect centralization. Any one reading 
the Declaration of Independence and the ten 
years’ history following must conclude that 
the colonies fought no greater wrongs than 
the Federal election laws and like acts of 
usurpation on the part of the Republican 
party. [Applause.] He believed that as a 
California Elector he would be sent with 
others to Washington to cast California’s vote 
for W. S. Hancock. [Applause.] With a 
brilliant and truly eloquent peroration Mr. 
Brown concluded iu llic midst of enlhusiastis 
applause. 
Air. Cravens said Judge Curtis, who was 
announced to speak, was unavoidably absent 
in the country. The meeting had demon­ 
strated that the people of ¡Sacramento are 
heart and soul for Hancock and English and 
constitutional liberty. Two able and elo­ 
quent speeches had been delivered, and he 
thought as the evening was cold it would 
not be well to call 
on people to 
stand in the chill longer. 
He pro­ 
posed three cheers for Hancock and 
English, which were given with a will, and 
the meeting adjourned. During the evening 
rockets were sent up, a band of music on the 
Capital Hotel balcony played pleasing airs, 
the Stars and Stripes fl >ated over the stand, 
which was dressed ill national .colors, and a 
general feeling of euthusiasin was made mani­ 
fest among the people, who gave close atten­ 
tion to the speakers and frequently and 
loudly applauded them. Just prior to the 
meeting 100 guns were fired from the R-street 
grade by a squad under command of gunner 
Ramsay.

WATCHINa A CRIMINAL. 


During the trial Thursday afternoon of the 
case of the People vs. Williams for grand 
larceny, one of the two defendants implicated 
in stealing a band of cattle, an incident was 
scored upon a member of the Bar which 
created considerable 
amusement for the 
others. Judge C. P. Goff, of San Francisco, 
who has been attending Court for several 
days past, and was waiting for the afternoon 
train to return to the bay, occupied a seat 
immediately by the side of the defendant on 
trial aud watched with interest the proceed­ 
ings. 
Mr. Dusenberry, of this city, had 
dropped in to hear the trial and occupied a 
seat in the window near the jury box, 
about six feet from Mr. Goff’s. Some of the 
att iches of the Court and attorneys entered 
into a conspiracy to give Golf a parting 
salute in the shape of a joke, and accordingly 
one 
in 
the 
secret 
approached 
Dusen- 
berry, and 
in 
a 
confidential 
mannei 
asked 
him 
if 
he 
was 
going 
to 
remain in the room during the afternoon. 
Replying in the affirmative, the party stated 
to him that there was an important public 
service he could render if lie would act in the 
capacity of Sheriff, as the recular Sheriff was 
busily engaged in calling witnesses, etc., and 
could not watch the prisoners in Court. 
Then, pointing to Judge Goff, he re­ 
marked that “ that old rooster there is a very 
tough criminal and had several times evaded 
conviction for similar crimes by getting up 
unnoticed, while on trial, and leaving the 
Court-room ; that he had broken from most 
of the prominent j iils of the country,” and 
adding other similar expressions, indicating 
that he was au exceedingly desperate and 
smooth character. 
Two or three others soon afterwards took 
occasion to call Dusenberry’s attention to the 
same matter, and he eheerfully agreed to take 
upon himself the custody of the accomplished 
and wily criminal, ami was warned to look 
out for his smooth jn-etenses. 
Accord­ 
ingly he kept his eye fixed uti him and watched 
his every movement. It was not long before 
Judge Goff had his attention attracted by the 
fixed gaze of Dusenberrv, and he apparently 
thought there was considerable impertinence 
in the old gentleman, and seemed very much 
annoyed by the persistency of his stare. 
Goff, in due time, stepped to a window in the 
back part of the Court-room and looked 
out, 
and 
he 
was 
immediately 
fol­ 
lowed by 
Dusenberry, 
who kept with­ 
in 
holding 
distance, 
and 
was 
ready 
at a moment’s notice to fasten on him. Goff, 
however, returned to his seat, and remained 
quiet for about half an hour, frequently look­ 
ing at the clock to see what time he must 
leave for the train, and which looks Dusen­ 
berry interpreted as intended to divert atten­ 
tion to give him an opportunity to escape. 
Finally the Judge gathered up his cane and 
hat, and walked out of the door, 
Dusen­ 
berry looked at the Sheriff and then at the re­ 
tiring _ counselor, to see if the former was 
watching 
the 
escaping 
prisoner, 
and 
seeing the Sheriff apathetic, 
he sprang 
to 
his 
feet 
and 
rapidly 
followed 
to the front door of the Court-house. 
At the 
foot of the inside stairs Judge Goff stopped 
and deliberately pulled out his tobacco, nut a 
pipeful and lit it, with Dusenberry at his el­ 
bow watchiug his man as a cat would a 
mouse. The Judge then started to go out of 
the door, when Dusenberry officiou.-ly put his 
arm in front of him, barring the door, and 
exclaimed in a voice of authority : “ It’s my 
duty, sir, as a citizen of this county to detain 
you. 
You can’t leave this building; you are 
a prisoner.” The Judge looked at him in 
astonishment, 
and 
said: 
“ My 
friend, 
you 
are 
mistaken. 
I 
am 
Judge 
Goff of San Francisco, and I am going 
home.” 
Dusenberry replied: “ Oh, that’s 
too thin, old fellow—you can't fool me ; I’ve 
heard of your tricks, and you cannot come 
any of your former dodges for escape on 
me.” Goff, after expending some expostula­ 
tions, commenced to get mail for being de­ 
tained, when the train was about to start, 
and essayed to use force, when Dusenberry 
called out in despair to several who had fol­ 
lowed from the Court-room, aud were stand­ 
ing at the head of the stairs, “ ('all the Sher­ 
iff, Charl- y Jones, Johnson, Hamilton and 
Davis—this man is trying to get away.” The 
dilemma at this point was getting exceeding­ 
ly warm, when 
Deputy 
Clerk 
Hamil­ 
ton 
stepped 
up 
to 
Dusenberry 
and 
informed him in a low tone that it v^as 
ali right now ; that the prisoner had given a 
bond during the afternoon which h id been ap­ 
proved by the Judge and he was now at lib­ 
erty to depart. Dusenberry thereupon reluc­ 
tantly resigned his charge and the -fudge 
went off hurriedly for the cars, ejeculating 
something about d—d fools, too late for the 
train, etc., aud wondering what there was in 
his appearance that justified such an uncom­ 
plimentary distinction from citizens of the 
Capital city. 


A P e r s i s t e n t R u n a w a y .—'Wm. Bayers 
met with the loss of his little hay horse yes­ 
terday from arunaway. It was hitched in front 
of his place of business on J street, between 
Seeond and Third, when it caught its foot in 
the bridle, and becoming frightened, broke 
loose and ran to the corner of Third and K, 
when it fell and broke one of its fore legs. 
Being thus rubied it was determined to kill 
it and was shot, which only crazed it, and it 
ran up K street about half a block, when it 
was shot again. After this round it ran to 
the corner of Fourth and K, when it was 
again shot. 
It th-n started full f-.ree along 
Fourth and tried to run into Clark’s under­ 
taking establishment, but was caught and 
killed with a sledge-hammer. The parties 
who had done the shooting were satisfied the 
horse would still get up and run acain, and 
followed it as it was taken upon a dray out of 
the city to practice some more upon it, witli 
the understanding that if they had not man­ 
aged to hit it u4 the end of two hours 
another detachment was to come out with a 
pocket full of stones and another hammer, 
and relieve their efforts.

THE SWIMMING BATH. 


Under dissolution of the Sacramento lee 
Company E. F. Aiken has become sole pro­ 
prietor of the swimming bath, and will hasten 
its completion and opening to the public with 
all possible speed. 
The bath part of the es­ 
tablishment has already been completed and 
is ready to receive the water. 
The work of 
finishing the other parts of the building is now 
in progress. 
The bath is 22 by 95 feet in sur­ 
face, with two feet and a half depth at the 
south end, and gradually descending to a 
depth of six and a half feet, for the accommo­ 
dation of more expert swimmers and for pur­ 
poses of diving. The baih will be constantly 
fed with a three-ir.ch pipe from the clear, crys­ 
tal water of the artesian well, aud pour out 
through the same sized pipe at the other end, 
thus keeping the water perfectly fresh, clear 
aud pure. A beating apparatus attached to 
the boiler will enable keeping the water in 
the bath at the most healtnful and desired tem­ 
perature, the water being simply run through 
heated pipes for that purpose. 
A t the top of 
the bath tank is a platform two feet wide 
around the entire distance ior use of diving 
and other aequatic sports. 
Entrance to the 
bathing establishment is on K street, and a 
few steps from the entrance hall leads to 
a balcony running around the entire bathing 
saloon and eight feet above the bath platform 
above mentioned. 
The balcony is four 
fe.-t wide, inclosed with a rail and scroll 
filling underneath at the outer edge for pro­ 
tection against accident. 
The balcony serves 
as a passage way to the rooms in the rear of 
the building, and also from which to view 
the pleasures of the bath. 
The room is 
lighted by side windows in an elevated por- 
tiou of the roof at the center, and which will 
be covered the present season with light can­ 
vass over the top, to increase the cheerfulness 
of the place. Immedia’ely iu the rear of the 
bathing saloon is an additional building lfi 
by 55 feet, three stories high, fitted up with 
private dressing-rooms for patrons. 
Then- 
are sixty of these small rooms, aceompaniea 
with closets, and also four ordinary bath­ 
rooms, to be furnished with hot and cold 
water. 
The dressing-rooms are entered both 
from the balcony and lower platform, aud 
the entire arrangement is unique and calcu­ 
lated to give the utmost facilities and a-'eom- 
modationsin the line from which the establish­ 
ment is to be maintained. 
Partial arrange­ 
ments are already made with au accom­ 
plished teacher in swimming, who is to be 
employed to teach ladies, misses and mas­ 
ters the art of swimming for such as desire, 
and certain days, or a portion of the time, 
will be set apart exclusively for ladies and 
children. 
The establishment will be con- 
dueled upon the strictest rules and principles 
of propriety, and similar to the popular Nata- 
tnriurn on Fifth avenue, New York, and 
others in Europe, over which visitors never 
cease to speak in highest praise. There are 
at present about 140 
subscribers to the 
establishment 
in 
this 
city, 
ranging 
in amounts from 85 to $50 each. 
Tickets for 
use of the swimming-bath will be 25 cents 
per single ticket, or when taken in 85 pack­ 
ages they will be but 20 cents each, and 
special rates will also be provided for fami­ 
lies. 
It is expected that the establishment 
will be completed and ready for URe early in 
July, and piobably be so nearly finished as 
to be opened ior gentlemen by the first of the 
month. This institution will not only prove 
a prominent and attractive place of resort, 
hut also be one of great importance in a san­ 
itary view.

WHAT 
A 
"RECORD - UNION” 
CORRE­ 
SPONDENT SAW AT BERLIN. 


An Account of the International Exposition 
—The Classification of Specimens 
—Countries Represented. 


F beibdeg (Saxony), May 10, 1880. 
A t Berlin, where at present the Fibbing 
Exhibition is attracting people from ail 
parts of Europe, I have just visited. 
This 
exhibition is destined to bear good fruit in 
many ways. 
Men with the least foresight 
must admit that as the world becomes more 
and mtire populous it is necessary that 
man draw upon the unused supply of the 
deep, or the largest part of the globe. 
This exhibition, 
known sim ply as the 
“ Fisherei Ausstellung,” is indeed more 
than the name implies ; it comprises pretty 
much what is found iu the vast deep of tho 
ocean, as well a3 in the rivers and fresh- 
wati r lakes, and showing specimens going 
back many thousand years, when man was 
yet in the primitive Btate of advancement. 


TOR EXHIBITION 
Is under the protectorate of his Majesty 
the Crown Prince of Germany, and is di­ 
vide 1 as f illow s: 
The llrst clasr consists of 
live animals, animals preserved in alcohol, 
stuffed, sketched or in casts. Then worked 
up, dried, ealtcd, powdered, smoked, pre­ 
served in tincans and casks. 
It includes 
further, rponges as found in the deep, from 
different localities, as well as the finest 
ready for use ; coral, natural as well as of 
the most exquisite manufacture, there'be­ 
ing several large establishments and manu­ 
factures from Germany represented, also 
one from London and quite a number from 
Italy. The price of tuch jewelry, compared 
to American prices, is very low, yet some 
specimens go into the thousands. 
This 
also may be said of pearls, the prices of 
course being higher. 
All sorts of imagin­ 
able shapes of pearls are exhibited and sold, 
some of tho m ost precious are loaned 
by 
the 
King 
of 
Saxony, 
t lie 
jewels 
being taken from the celebrated “ Gruene 
Gewceiba” (green vaults) of Dresden, be­ 
longing to the crown. 
The largest collec­ 
tion, however, is exhibited by manufact­ 
urers, made up into jewels and left iu their 
prepared state. 
Then there are the most 
beautiful shells, rivaling the colors of the 
rainbow, tome so tiny that tho halves are 
U9td to make 
beautiful 
ornaments of 
flowers ; otheis again fo large that the half 
w ill hold from six to eight gallons of water. 
California is represented by' some manu­ 
facturer of Berlin, who has beautiful shells 
pa exhibition from various localities. 
Mr. 
Jackson of San Francisco, formerly of Sac­ 
ramento, 
also exhibits some shell-work 
there.' Then there is beautiful work from 
the turtles, as well as the m ost gigantic 
specimen to be seen by the average mortal. 


found original or copies taken from such ; 
models of fishing utensils, pictures, seals, 
emblems, etc., used by the people. 
Some 
of the oldest exhibited are probably the 
hooks used by the ancient lake-dwellers of 
Switzerland. It appears the fish-hook, like 
the hammer, has been hut little improved 
upon. 
It is similar in form among all na­ 
tions, and dates back even to that early 
age of man. 
Class nine refers to literature, statistics, 
views on fishing, charts, etc. 
Each nation 
has its classes thus divided, and the most 
important nations reprresented are Holland, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, England, the 
United States, North America, China, Ja­ 
pan, Russia, Italy, Switzerland, Austria. 
The Government of France, it appears, is 
not represented, and only to a sm all ex­ 
tent by private individuals. 
Holland and 
Norway in the preservation of fisli are very 
strong; the smell also in those depart­ 
ments is likew ise strong. 
Germany has a 
tolerably large room fitted up for the pres­ 
ervation of fish and shells ou ice. 
Large 
fish, lobsters, crabs, oysters, etc., are here 
iaid upon pounded ice. 
Some of the fish 
weigh over ‘200 pounds, and look very fine. 
They are exhibited by the dealers of Ber­ 
lin, and the largest are rtsh from salt wa­ 
ter—probably the North Sea. 


THE AQÜARI04IS 
Are w ithout doubt one of the greatest, at­ 
tractions, particularly that part of the 
building known a3 “ Neptune's Grut-to.” It 
represents a large cave or grotto with three 
openings, there being placed beyond beau­ 
tifully painted scenery illuminated by strong 
lights in the rear, and looking from the 
dark into light it appears precisely as if 
one was looking from the dark part of a 
cave at a beautiful landscape. 
The fore­ 
ground of the picture besides is improved 
by having here and there placed large 
rocks, plants, shrubs and flowers growing 
from the ground. 
One represents the gulf 
aud city of Naples, which really is a very 
beautiful tight. 
The grotto itself is also 
very naturally made, with small pools of 
water and with fishes and amphibous ani­ 
mals as dwellers ; here and there an alli­ 
gator is placed, of that kind, how ever, that 
oanuot eat a whole family, the animal be­ 
ing rather docile and its appetite down to 
z-TO. 
Some of the fishes in the aquariums 
are very large specimens, and the water 
used, as in the Berlin aquarium for salt 
fishes, is artificially put up. 
Some of it 
shown requires 1.10 fresh water to make it 
fit for the fish. 
The largest part of the United States 
exhibit is in the second story of the main 
building, which is constructed of solid 
masonry. 
It overlooks the inner court­ 
yard, flower-garden, lakes and fountain, 
with a gigantic representation of Neptune 
as a figurehead, under which spout out in 
in streams the everflowing liquid. 
Around 
the fountain arc placed small tab'ts aud 
chairs, where people take their ices, tea, 
coffee, chocolate and fish, or preparations 
of fish and the like. 
A t the end there is 
also attached a regular restaurant, with 
solemn and lordly-looking waiters, who 
appear as important as if they had the 
honor to wait upou the Emperor himself 
once in a while. 
The prices are accord­ 
ingly, hut much less iu the garden in the 
rear of the buildings, where a ban’d of mu- 


prevailing custom of marking every article 
with the price sold not.only in the retail 
but also at the larger stores. 
It saves, of 
course, a great deal of extra asking, and is 
of advantage to both merchant and pur­ 
chaser. 


’ 
AT THE “ KAISER GALLERIE,” 
A glass-covered passage-way through the 
large 
building 
leading from Frederick 
street to “ Unter den Linden,” there are 
thousands of people passing through every 
minute. 
It has stores upon each side, 
every store representing a different branch 
of business of that class particularly used 
for ornamentation, here termed “ gallau- 
terie-waaren.” 
To the right the upper 
stores are occupied by what is known as 
the “ Berlin Pauopticum ,” being life-sized 
wax figures and automatons iu wax, repre­ 
senting ladie3 aud gentlemen stationed at 
various places before groups of figures as 
if in the act of inspecting. 
One elegantly- 
dressed lady, in a grace till position, stands 
before a group of the present royal family, 
appearing to look at her catalogue, and 
from time to time raising her head grace­ 
fully to gaze at some figure, as if to com­ 
pere it with what sherc.id. Upon first sight, 
the figure, beiug placed among the visitors, 
tiie “°cheat,” or delusion of the eye is not 
to be detected, but if one should entertain 
any dr sire to linger longer in that vicinity 
you would soon discover that the perform­ 
ance of the figure is repeated over and over 
again in precisely the same fashion. 
To 
the politician or man of the world, the most 
interesting group is the Congress of Beilin 
sitting at a large bable, all life-sized figures 
and appearing so life-like that one almost 
imagines lie can see them breathe or hear 
Bismarck’s giant figure give forth sound. 
Several hours can be spent here in the 
numerous rooms and large liahs for the 
sm all sum of 50 pf. (12J cents), iucludiug 
even a visit to the moon, viewing the stars, 
the earth aud the sun.

TEE FIGHT FOR THE PRESIDENCY OF 
THE FRENCH SENATE. 


Corot's Monument and its Unvailing—Tfie 
Salon Again—The Leading Picture 
this Year—Coquelin—A Present. 


P aris, May 29, 1SS0. 
Leon 
Say, 
the 
former 
M inister of 
Finances, was sent by the Government at 
his own solicitation 
as Embassador to 
London. 
Both he and his wife are partic­ 
ularly liked by the English, and every one 
throughout France, even to the enemies of 
the Republic, congratulated the Govern­ 
ment on its choice. 
The new Minister was 
scarcely established at London when it 
became known that Martel, the President 
of the Senate, had resigned his position on 
account of poor health. 
W hile many con­ 
jectures were being made as to \nfco would 
succeed the former l ’rt sident, and candidates 
were presented by different groups of the 
Left, and Jules Simon was talked of as that 
of the Right, buiu Say arrived in haste 
from London to present hiinsell as a candi­ 
date for the position of President of the 
Síüiate. 
This sudden apparition of the 
newly-appointed Minister and the object of 
his visit caused great surprise to everyone. 
The circumstance seemed incomprehen­ 
sible, aud so great has been the astonish­ 
ment that no explanations have been ven­ 
tured by the different Republican journals. 
Government machinery is very compli­ 
cated, hut those who piofess to explain its 
intricacies pretend that in tn¡3 instance 
great fear was entertained by Gambetta 
that Jules Simon, whom he heartily de- 
t.ests and dreads, 
should, 
through his 
friends of the Left and the members of 
the Right, be elected 
President of the 
Senate, and that he being Presid ill of the 
Chambers there would result 


CONSTANT CONFLICTS 
Between the two. 
W hile Gambetta pub­ 
licly favored the nomination of De Royer, 
lie privately dispatched for Leon Say, the 
only person capable of obtaining a majority 
over Jules Simon. 
This last, either find­ 
ing Its chances diminished through the 
presence of the new candidate, or dreading 
to’ ruin his political career by accepting 
this position from the bauds of the enemies 
of the republic, discreetly withdrew from 
the contest. Leon Say was elected with but 
a majority of three iu the balloting by the 
different members of the Left. 
That which 
renders the aff air more serious is that John 
Lemoiune was appointed M inister to Brus­ 
sels, which 
position he 
accepted, 
aud 
after all negotiations had finished and the 
Government at Brussels expressed their 
satisfaction of the choice made, Mr. Le- 
moinne tent in his resignation. 
That a 
similar instance should so soon occur with 
regard to Leon Say renders the friends 
of this gentleman discontented and all Re­ 
publicans iu general uneasy. 
That the 
Government should tolerate an act reflect­ 
ing on itself a want of seriousness and 
stability only goes to prove once more tliat 
the Government is Gambetta, and that he 
has sacrificed the dignity of his country 
to a personal animosity.

THE NARRAGANSETT MASSACRE, 
To give it its propel name, does not differ 
materially from most of the terrible “ acci­ 
dents ” that occur in this country, where 
human life is, aud alw ays has been, counted 
cheap. 
W hile some of these are inevitable, 
most of them might be avoided by ordinary 
prudence. 
There was no good reason, iu 
the fir.>t place, why there should have been 
a collision between the .Stoningtou and 
Narragansett, and, after it had occurred, 
very few lives would have been lost had 
the life-preservers aud small boats been in 
proper order. 
Those steamers were not 
exceptions either—they followed the rule. 
Scarcely a ves cl, I veuture to say, that 
comes to or leaves this port but would 
prove inadequate to saving life in event of 
any serious accident. 
W hether a ferry or 
an ocean ero-sing steamer, it would not be 
very different. There :s always a parade of 
su all boats and life-preservers, and they 
afford a sense of safety, though when they 
are needed they are shown to be totally 
inadequate. 
They are undoubtedly in­ 
tended to quiet, if not to deceive, the trav­ 
eling public ; the question of serving it in 
tim e of danger is not taken into account. 
They play the part of wooden guns - they 
look well enough, 1 lit they are of no use 
when wanted. 
Take the oeean-eros3Íng 
steamers, for example. 
They ought to be 
as carefully managed as any vessels in the 
country, for they carry hosts of people, 
whose lives arc more valuable by far than 
ordinary lives. 
Nevertheless, 
they are 
death-traps if anything of moment hap­ 
pens. 
The crews are generally incapable 
and untrustworthy. 
They are hired, ex­ 
cept on one line, merely for the round trip. 
Consequently they have no motive to he 
intelligent or to discharge duty faithfully. 
Their extraordinary inefficiency has been— 
for example, only the other day, on the 
Anchoria— demonstrated over and over 
agaiu. 


IN ONE VERY IMPORTANT THING, 
A thing in which they should "he regularly 
and continually drilled—the handling and 
manning of the smali boats—they are con­ 
spicuously deficient. 
They know uo more 
of this branch of their bti-iness than any 
land-lubber, and they invariably capsize 
them when they toucn the water. 
A t the 
time of a very bad accident they are 
nearly as much of a hindrance as a help. 
They are. lor the most part, w ithout iuttl- 
ligeace, sk ill or discipline. 
In the hour of 
peril they are likely to become enemies, 
against v. hum 
pvnseugjers 
must protect 
themselves. 
A ll these facts are sufficiently 
fa-: iiiar ; hwt no effort is made to displace 
tficm, nor wi 1 there be any. 
Every crew 
of every vessel, big and little, should be 
exercised weekly, n not daily, iu practic­ 
ing all their d u ties; 
but on 
many of 
these 
they are 
not 
practiced 
at all. 
The Hie-preservers ou most of the boats 
leivin g this port are worthless, aud the 
officers of the boats are aware of it. 
But 
what do they care? 
When an nccident 
happens they try to shirk responsibility ; 
but so 1 mg as matters go smoothly they 
are absolut-.fy indifferent. 
That a calamity 
like that of the Narragansett does not 
take place every week, is merely good 
luck, not good management. 
W e are the 
most reckless people under the sun. 
W e 
simply accept all ordinary risks without 
inquiry or concern, and if we lose prop­ 
erty, limb or life it is our misfortune, we 
say, and we let it go at that. 


A GIFTED WOMAN. 
Mrs. H eLn H unt Jackson, known in 
all literary circles as “ H. H .,” has just 
tailed hence for a summer vacation in 
Europe. 
A good many cultured persons 
regard her as one of the m cst gifted, if 
not the most gifted, of American wom er. 
Some of the most eminent authors, par­ 
ticularly Emerson, a:e her most ardent 
admirers. N ot a great w hile ago a literary 
man who happened to he at Concord, and 
to he talking to the paeric philosopher 
about native poetry, asked, “ Don’t you 
th in s Helen Hunt (so her admirers arc 
wont to speak of her) the best of onr 
feminine poets ?” 
“ W ouldn’t it be a3 
w ell,” remarked Emerson-, in his quaint, 
dry. way, “ to om it the feminine ?” 
The 
best evnier.ee of his exalted opinion of her 
is that he has in his “"Parnassus,” which 
he considers the choicest cuilings from all 
poetic literature, eight or ten ample selec­ 
tions from her st nnets, remarkable for 
exquisite Eentimeut and spiritual beauty. 
Her prose—exceeding bright, picturesque, 
_proguaut with common sense—has usually 
a practical drift. 
It ia wholly unlike her 
puetrv ; but both her poetry and prose are 
excellent in kind. 
It is some thirteen 
years since siic began 
to write—-after 
she 
had 
lost 
her 
husband 
and 
boy—more for mental distraction 
than 
from 
desire 
for 
lilerary 
fame. 
Her 
contributions to the Indeptndenl and some 
other weeklies soon drew attention ; she 
was greatly lauded by the critics ; she was 
invited to write for the Atlantic, and she 
speedily became 
famous 
v.iihout 
any 
tliought of becoming so. 
filie is very 
spontaneous, 
ahvays 
overflowing 
with 
ideas, subjects aud 
suggestions. 
Her 
writing is always improvisation. 
She does 
a deal of work, earning 53,000 or more a 
year, yet she seldom devotes two hours a 
day to manuscript-making. 
¡She has uo 
pecuniary need to Avnte, but she likes to 
write, expression bciug necessary to her 
mental repose. 
Her first husband was 
Major Hunt, who invented during tiie war 
a new kind of torpedo. 
Experiments, at 
which he was assisting, were making with 
it at Fortress Monroe. It failed to explode, 
aud he insisted on going down in a diving- 
oell to learn the cause. 
W hile under the 
Avater the explosion took place, causing his 
instant death. 
Her second aud present 
husband is W illiam Jackson, engaged in 
railway’ and hanking in Colorado, and a 
man of ability, character and fortune. 
Mrs. Jackson is an exception to what is 
frequently declared to he the rule—that 
literary women do not make good waves. 


HENRY WARD BEECHER 
Is unquestionably a man of genius, and he 
has some of the eccentricities of genius. 
One of these is incapacity to take care of 
money, whose value he seems unable to 
understand. His pastoral salary is 520,000, 
and he often makes nearly as much more. 
Still he is always embarrassed financially. 
Some years he has, I am told, earned above 
$50,000 ; but bis pockets, even then, were 
incessantly empty. 
W hat does he do with 
his money ? 
This is a question continually 
asked by his friend s; but it has never 
been answered. 
He cannot answer it him­ 
self ; he has often tried to, though without 
avail. 
In this respect he resembles Daniel 
W ebster, who took from 
anybody and 
everybody willing to give, and never paid 
anything back. 
W hatever was lent him 
was a permanent investm ent, aud those 


acquainted with him were well aware ef 
the fact. 
Beecher does not borrow ; he 
spends only what lie has honestly earned. 
Nevertheless, 
his improvidence is such 
that he is constantly unable to meet his 
bills when they are presented. 
He is, 1 
hear, dunned and dunned and dnnned in 
Brooklyu ; tradesmen being compelled to 
wait for a year or more, sometimes several 
years. 
He has no objection to paying— he 
would be glad to—hut he has not the 
means. One, and probably the chief, cause 
of his regular deficiency is that he cannot 
resist the 
temptation to buy anything 
which happens to strike Ins fancy. 
If his 
purse be full he hands out li.o cash. If his 
purse be em pty, he gets credit. 
He has, it 
is said, repeatedly told men w ho have had 
bills against him, “ I’m sorry to put yon 
off. 
I w ant to pay yon, but I not only 
haven’t the money. 1 don’t know where to 
get it. 
Be kind enough, when I come to 
your establishment 
agarii, 
not 
to sell 
to 
me 
unless 
I 
pay 
c ffi 
down. 
1 shall take it as a favor to be refused. 
If everybody would refuse me it would be 
a great relief to me. I’m but i red to death 
with hills that I’ve forg.dtm all about.” 
Some persons take his counsel, hut most of 
them do not. 
It is hard for shop-keepers 
to decline to tru-.t tin- great"pieacher when 
ho honors them, as they think, with his 
patronage. 
But if they w ould all do as he 
asks them, they would save both him and 
them selves a vast deal oi trouble. 
Mon­ 
etary carelessness is part of his -tempera­ 
ment, and w holly be)oud his control.

L itiz (Pa.). June 25th.—John A. Sutter, 
the 
distinguished 
pioneer and 
philan­ 
thropist of early California, was buried yes­ 
terday at this place. 
The funeral was at­ 
tended by delegations of veteran Californians 
from New York am[ Philadelphia, ami the 
members of tbe Society of Associated Pio­ 
neers of Territorial Days, among w hom were 
present General J . C. Frem ont and II. C. 
Gibson, the latter President of the Society. 
The remains of General Sutter had been em­ 
balmed and inclosed in a massive rosewood 
cacket, and while they lay in state at his res­ 
idence at Litiz were viewed by over 500 peo­ 
ple, who came in from the-surrounding coun­ 
try. 
He was buried with the simple services 
of the 
Moravian 
Church, conducted by 
Rev. Charles Nagle, and laid a t rest in the 
beautiful grounds adjacent to the church. 
H e was followed to the grave by the grand­ 
children of the deceased, old soldiers, by the 
Pioneers, among w hom were some of his as­ 
sociates in California in 3810, and by nearly 
300 of his friends and neighbors in Litiz. 
The pall-bearers were General John O. F re­ 
mont, General LI. U. Gibson, K. C. Kemble, 
J . C. N uttm an, Francis G. Clark, J . S. Sher­ 
wood, J . F McClosky, W illiam W alter, R. 
W . Doling, Juhn Sickles, H . K . Cummings 
and L. W. Quint. 
A t the conclusion of the 
burial services General Gibson delivered a 
brief but impressive eulogy over the deceased. 
H e was followed by General Frem ont, who 
referred to his friendship for General Sutter, 
commencing thirty-six years ago, when he 
first arrived in California. 
As the coffin was 
lowered into the grave a large and beautiful 
floral wreath, brought by his veteran friends 
and associates, was placed over the remains. 
I t 1 >ore the inscription: “ California Pio­ 
neers—W e loved him.”

His wife was more successful, she 
having shot herself with a i isfcnl, as was re­ 
ported from Kansas City a t the time.] 
Brown ascended the ecuffoldat 1:10 p. m., and 
after religious.-•emees by Uev. M r. Kttlington, 
of the M ethodist church, he stepped forward 
and ma«h quite aspeech to the crowd in attend­ 
ance. 
H e said : 
“ it you will keep still a 
m inute 1 will talk to you in regard to my 
poor dead child and wife. 
To every man, 
woman and child I want to say th at I have 
nothing against v »u, and In pe you all have 
forgiven me. 
May G d have mercy to-day 
on me and all of you. 
I stand to-day on the 
gallows, to pay the penalty of m y crime. 
To 
the young, and many, of whom 1 recognize, Í 
wish to say that I saw them riding out lu re 
to-day drunk. 
I have done the same thing 
myself, and you see where I am .” 
He asked 
to be buried with his wife. 
He lielil in his 
hand a bouquet, and asked if 
there was 
a 
lady who would 
see 
th at 
it was 
put in his wife's dear little hands. 
“ 1 
w ant,” he said, “ to see who will do it.” 
M any hands were raised by the women, and 
the cry of “ Here, here ” came from every 
quarter. 
Brown asked all the relatives of his 
wife who were present to raise there han Is in 
token of forgiveness. 
One of the dead 
woman’s sisters was present and raised her 
hand. 
Brown said: “ Thank God, there is 
one.” The culprit then stepped on the trap, 
the black cap was put on, the rope adjusted, 
the trap sprung, and Brown’s soul was 
launched on the sea of eternity a t 1:26. 
His 
neck was broken. 
He died in about ten 
minutes, without a struggle.

The enemy offered a 
j strong and tenacious rests’ance, but it» spite of this, 
i three hours later, our valiant soldiers took posses­ 
} s on of the formidable position occupied by the en­ 
emy.

As full reports of th e sayings 
and doings appear iu the m orning papers, I 
shall not atte m p t a sketch of proceedings. 
B ut I do no t find among th e published re­ 
ports an ything like a fair or full copy cf 
th e very interesting recollections given by- 
our old friend Ferd. Ewer, or as we now 
style him , the Rev. Dr. Ew er. 
As they 
revive a bit of California history not well 
know n in your State, I have taken it in 
full. 
E w er was editor of th e Tim es and 
Transcript in Sacram ento in 1S50. 
Ju d g e B rady after reading th e eleventh 
toast, “ Old Tim es in C alifornia,” in tro ­ 
duced the Rev. Dr. F. O. Ewer, as one of 
the earliest San Francisco editors, aud as 
Mr. B ooth's earliest ciitie. 
A fter th e applause had subsided I)r. 
E w er said : I can hardly plead, Mr. C hair­ 
man, w ant of due notiee th at I m ight be 
called upon to respond to some such senti­ 
m ent as has ju st been read, for I got such 
notice yesterday. 
B ut, tru stin g as I have 
to th e suggestions th a t m ight come of the 
occasion, and to thinking on my feet should 
I be called up, I m ust say that, after listen­ 
ing to the eloquence of our friends who 
have spoken, 1 feel very m uch like the 
colored banker out W est d uring the panic 
of ’57. 
The w hite banks were failing all 
around him by dozens, and this colored 
banker, though peifectly solvent finan­ 
cially, concluded th a t he ought at least to 
be in th e fashion and fail too.

m orning a man came and shook the door, 
b u t
